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introduction 





Colors and Shapes is designed to enhance primary 
education through the use of manipulatives and tactile 
materials. The learning activities help students develop 
visual, auditory, kinesthetic, tactile, and perceptual skills 
while providing opportunities for creative expression. 
Although students may appear to be participating in art 
projects, they are, in fact, achieving artistically such curri- 
culum objectives as recognizing color words and shape 
words, distinguishing between colors and shapes, and 
developing eye-hand coordination and fine motor skills. 

The worksheets contained here are structured to allow 
repetition when learning new concepts—an approach that 
educators have noted is essential for internalizing concepts 
and skills. The learning materials are specifically designed 
to appeal to young children and to provide them with the 
positive reinforcement they need for learning new skills. 

Worksheet-based activities require minimal teacher 
preparation and can be used with students working individ- 
ually, in small groups, or in independent learning centers. 
Most of these activities use common school supplies such 
as crayons, scissors, and glue or paste. Some activities 
require additional materials that are inexpensive and 
readily available in many classrooms or from art supply 
stores. 

To administer an activity, assemble and distribute the 
necessary materials. (Materials lists, along with suggestions 
for variations, extensions, and enrichment activities, are 
provided in the section called "Using the Worksheets.") 
Read the worksheet instructions aloud to the students and 
make sure they understand what to do. Provide help as 
needed (especially with the use of a hole punch), and always 
supervise the use of scissors and glue. 

We hope you enjoy using this book and, most of all, 
that it makes learning fun for your students.

There are four worksheets for each of eight colors and five 
worksheets for each of six shapes. Review worksheets, which 
reinforce color and shape discrimination, are also included. After 
your students have completed one or two worksheets of a kind, 
they may be able to complete the others of that kind without 
instructions.

You may wish to have the children do a crayon-resist activity 
(painting over the crayoned words) instead of just coloring the 
words. If so, encourage them to press hard while coloring, and 
to fill in all areas of the outlined letters. As they paint, encourage 
them to make their strokes in a left-to-right direction. 


¥ Instead of having students color the letter outlines, have them 
glue torn pieces of construction paper inside the letters. 


V Have students cut out the letters and arrange them in order to 
spell the color word. 


Create a bulletin board display of cutout words, allowing stu- 
dents to arrange them in the order learned.

vV Most worksheet pictures can be decorated using a variety of 
materials in addition to those suggested below. Optional mater- 
ials may include dry macaroni, birdseed, confetti, paper “holes” 
from a hole punch, fabric scraps, torn or cut construction paper, 
wallpaper scraps, sequins, buttons, felt, colored tape, and 
adhesive stickers such as stars and dots. 


* It is a good idea to have the children use glue sticks instead of 
glue or paste. Glue sticks are available at most stationery stores 
or art supply stores, they are convenient, and they keep artwork 
(and children's hands!) neat and clean.

The worksheet-based activities in this book may be adapted to a 
learning center environment. Most worksheets focus on a 
separate color or shape, and the worksheets are usually 
repeated (sometimes with slight variation) for every color or 
shape. Hence, even young children who cannot yet read may be 
able to work at a learning center, without teacher direction, 
completing worksheets on their own or in small groups. Here 
are some suggestions that may help you in setting up learning 
centers in your classroom: 


1 Set up a separate learning center for each subject area. Identify 
the center by hanging a symbol, such as a building block of a 
certain color or a paper shape, over the table set up for that 
learning center. 


2 Gather materials that students will need for the activity. Place 

those materials in boxes or other appropriate containers, and 
label the containers with the word and a picture of the item 
contained. Store these containers in the learning center. 


For activities requiring paint, glue, or paste, tape a protective 
covering over the learning center table. Keep the covering on the 
table as long as that learning center continues to be used. 


Prepare samples of the activities. Post the samples on the bulle- 
tin board or in the learning center so students can refer to them. 


Explain each activity before the students begin working on their 
own. You may need to review the directions on a daily basis. 


If you have a few learning centers set up, students may work at 
the centers in rotation. Group students by ability, by 
compatibility, or in some random fashion. Create a chart that 
shows who is in each group, and post the chart on a bulletin 
board. Create tags that match the learning center symbols (see 
suggestion 1), and pin a different tag next to each group listed 
on the chart. The tag will tell the group which center they 
should go to that day. Change the tags each day. 

Some activities are especially appropriate for cooperative 
learning situations. You may wish to assign roles, such as 
gathering materials, cleaning up after the activity, collecting the 
worksheets and making sure group members have written their 
names on their papers, and so on. You might also want to 
provide an appropriate social goal such as working quietly, 
asking group members for help, and so on. 


Provide adequate space for the completed worksheets to dry if 
they have just been glued, pasted, or painted. Try not to stack or 
overlap the worksheets while they dry.
